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PERCENTAGE OF PARTICIPATION BY AUSTRIA'S NATIONALIZED 
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STEEL COMBINE, VOEST-ALPINE, REMAINS 26 PERCENT, AS 
ORIGINALLY PROJECTED. CREDIT LIABILITY RISK, HOW- 
EVER, ORIGINALLY PLANNED AT 7 BILLION SCHILLINGS, WAS 
LIMITED BY BOARD TO A MAXIMUM OF 3.8 BILLION 
SCHILLINGS. REDUCTION IN LIABILITY RISK COVERAGE 
IS ACCOMPANIED BY A REDUCTION IN THE VOEST-ALPINE

3. DECISION TO GO AHEAD WITH PARTICIPATION IN PRO- 
JECT WAS WIDELY EXPECTED IN WAKE OF SHARP CRITICISM 

OF CHANCELLOR KREISKY'S ATTEMPTS LAST MONTH TO DERAIL 
PROJECT (SEE REFTELS). DECISION TO PARTICIPATE, 

WHICH COULD NOT HAVE BEEN POSSIBLE WITHOUT APPROVAL 
OR ACQUIESCENSE OF KREISKY'S GOVERNMENT, CAME SOONER 
THAN WAS GENERALLY ANTICIPATED. REDUCTION OF 
LIABILITY RISKS IS SEEN LARGELY AS FACE-SAVING MEA- 
SURE FOR KREISKY. WE BELIVE DECISION TO GO AHEAD 
THIS SOON REFLECTS SOCIALIST PARTY’S DESIRE TO LAY
